Construction of levees or 
Llood walls extending generally 
along the riverfront from Jef- 
ferson Barracks to Chain of 
once a exclusive of Jef -

ew and higher levee pro- 
tection for the Columbia Bot- 
toms airport. 

Pumping plants for discharg- 
ing into the river sewerage and 
drainage that might otherwise 
be backed up by the new levees. 

Gated openings through levees 
and walls where necessary for 
ordinary operations of railroads 
and for access to water front. 

Planning of flood control 
works so they may be co-ordi- 
hated with plans an arterial 
highway along ile river- 
front, and for other possible 
developments and. reclamation 
work along the water front. 

Protection of highway from 
Chain of Rocks to Columbia 
Bottom airport, possibly by rais- 
ing the grade to above flood 


level. 
The hearing was concluded 


shortly after noon and Col. Smy- 
ser announced that the survey of 
the. riverfront would proceed. 
When it is completed, he will re- 
port his findings to the Chief of 
Engineers in Washington. 

He told a reporter, following 
the hearing, that it was obvious 
there had been serious damage in 
St. Louis from previous floods. He 
added, “I don’t doubt there would 
de substantial loss to the city 
should another flood like the 1844 
tlobd occur.” 

Damage Report. 

Col. Elliott’s report pointed out 
that the floods of 1943, 1944 and 
1947 had caused damage in the 
city aggregating $2,637,210. If 
there should be a flood equaling 
the record flood of 1844, which

FORECAST OF GAIN IN RETAIL ff 


HALF OF 1949 


Department Store Executives Look for Lower 
Year-to-Year Rate of Increase, 
However. 


A larger volume of retail sales 
in the first half of 1949 than that 


for the first half of 1948 was fore- 
cast for the Eighth (St. Louis) 
Federal Reserve District in the 
Reserve Bank’s Monthly Review 
issued today. The rate of gain, 
however, is expected to decline, 
and no prediction is offered as to 
the last half of 1949. 

The report analyzes the predic- 
tion of gains in over-all retail 
sales for the first half of next 
year. “Department store execu- 
tives,” it states, “anticipate year- 
to-year gains in the first half of 
next year, but at the same time 
they expect the rate of gain to 
decline.” 

In other types of stores, includ- 
ing those to which new time pay- 
ment regulations apply, it is stated 
that executives believe their sales 
volume will be smalled than in the 
first half of 1948, but at the same 
time take the view that some 
over-all increase in the entire re- 
tail volume is likely. The types 
of stores mentioned in this con- 
nection are furniture,. appliance, 
men’s wear, women's specialty and 
jewelry stores. The report con- 
tinues: 

“Consumer resistance was sin- 
gled out by trade executives as 
probably the chief factor influ- 
encing their anticipations of 


smaller sales. Department store 
people mentioned consumer re- 
sistance generally, but especially 
in connection with more expen- 
sive. or luxury In the ap- 
pare] lines, men’s wear stores 
noted rising objections to high 
prices. of selected items, while 
women’s apparel shops reported 
relatively little resistance. Furni- 
ture store men and appliance 
dealers stressed this factor. 


Blair Says 


“Wholesale prices of hard goods 
(refrigerators, stoves, furniture, 
etc.) are expected to be slightly 
higher in the first half of 1949 
than in the same period of 1948. 
Soft goods wholesale prices are 
expected to decline, except at 
women’s specialty stores. While 
some executives say they are 
planning to absorb at least some 
of the increase in order to main- 
tain sales volume, in general retail 
prices are expected to follow es- 
sentially the same pattern as 
wholesale prices.” 

The recent “softening of sales,” 
the lower dollar volume shown 
by department store trade in No- 
vember than in the same month 
of 1947, can be evaluated only 
after December sales are reported, 
it is stated. It may mean only 
that people have decided to make 
their Christmas purchases in De- 
cember.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8 (AP)— 
This country’s population reachéd 
147,280,000 on Oct. 1, the Census 
Bureau estimated today. Although 
that is the highest ever recorded, 
the bureau said the rate of in- 
crease has slowed down from last 
year’s pace. Nevertheless the 1948 
expansion will top any other 
year’s. 

The bureau’s figures included 
about 466,000. persons in the armed 
forces Overseas and about 926,000

The seven- nation Palestine com- 
mittee was established by the 
council last month to oversee the 
council’s Nov. 4 order for Israeli 
and Egyptian withdrawals in the 
Negeb. 

Beeley emphasized that the com- 
mittee was empowered to study 
possible punitive measures against 
either state which defied the or- 
der.

He said Britain had informa- 
tion that an Israeli force was 
making its way toward the Red 
Sea, in violation of the Palestine 
truce, near the Trans-Jordan fron- 
tier. Aubrey Ebdn, Israel’s rep- 
resentative, denied the report. Dr. 
Ralph Bunche, acting U.N. media- 
tor, said his observers in the area 
had no information of any new 
movements of Jewish troops.

“I asked her why she let her 
little baby go with my son,” Mrs.

The Case in Egypt. 

Thus, in Egypt, there is little

Round Table Discussion of Atom 
Bomb Powers Canceled. 
SAN FRANCISCO,. Dec. 8 (UP) 
-—-The Radiological Society of 
North America announced today 
it has canceled an open round- 
table discussion on the death-deal- 
ing powers of radiation from the 
atom bomb at the request of mil- 
itary authorities in Washington. 
Dr. Robert Stone, of the Uni- 
versity of California medical 
school, denied that censorship or 
coercion influenced the cancella- 

tion. 

The topic of the symposium, 
originally scheduled for tomorrow, 
was “How much radiation would 
be required to kill a man?”

Except for 
the terroristic gangs in Israel, numerically 
small, the new government bears every sign of 
representing the majority of the people and of 
having won their support. There can be no 
doubt of Israel's willingness to perform interna- 
tional obligations, as is shown, in part, by its 
eagerness to enter the United Nations. 


As to the fourth point—‘“clearly defined ter- 
ritory’—a question can be raised. By and large, 
Israel has confined its conquests within the 
boundaries laid down by the United Nations 
itself in its partition plan. Count Folke Berna- 
dotte, an agent of the United Nations, caused 
confusion by announcing a new plan, but this is 
no fault of the new state. Granted, however, 
that certain boundaries remain to be defined, 
diplomatic precedents leave room for a generous 
interpretation of this point. 

In our history, as the American Jewish Con- 
gress points out, we have extended full recog- 
nition to governments far less secure than Is- 
rael. Three days after Kerensky took power .in 
Russia, he was granted de jure recognition, 
though it was obvious that powerful forces in 
Russia were out to overthrow him, as they did 
eight months later. 

We have recognized a number of South Amer- 
ican countries without being assured that they 
represent the people, and without waiting for 
elections to demonstrate that fact. 

And how can our withholding of de jure rec- 
ognition of Israel continue to be justified in 
light of the fact that, when fighting stopped in 
Spain in 1939, we hurried to give full recogni- 
tion to Generalissimo Franco?

Public Housing Dilemma 

Both sides deserve sympathy in the St. Louis 
Housing Authority's effort to evict 60 families 
from Clinton-Peabody Terrace. 

The sole cause for eviction is that the ten- 
ants’ incomes have risen above allowable limits. 
Arguing that their earnings are still too small 
to obtain decent shelter elsewhere, they have or- 
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employes because they do not qualify for bene- 
fits under the Social Security Act. 

Mr. Kaufmann seeks authority to tighten city 
ordinances governing the sale of liquor, particu- 
larly to minors. He also wants permission to 
designate the Director of Public Safety to act 
as his alternate on the Police Board, a duty for 
which the Mayor has too little time. Both pro- 
posals make elementary common sense. 

On behalf of the Police Board, he wants to 
raise police salaries. Earlier this year the 
board showed that a 25 per cent increase was 
needed to bring salaries abreast of salaries else- 
where and the rising cost of living, but the Leg- 
islature limited the raise to 11 per cent. The 
Police Department has improved remarkably in 
the last couple of years, but cannot do so in- 
definitely when the men are underpaid. 

The foregoing matters all deserve legislative 
approval because they are of purely local in- 
terest. The Mayor’s fifth proposal is to put 
teeth in the state drivers’ license law by requir- 
ing tests of fitness to drive. St. Louis particu- 
larly suffers from the present law’s laxness, but 
incompetents at the wheel are a menace wher- 
ever found. This move should find co-sponsors 


in all parts of Missouri. 


All of these measures represent real needs. 
Not a one in the lot leaves room for honest 
party division. Here, then, is an unusually easy 
opportunity for the Republican city administra- 
tion and the Democratic delegation to Jefferson 
City to begin a harmonious work for the com- 
mon good.

Staff Chiefs Are Weak. 


All this is pointed up by the 
report of the Committee on the 
National Security Organization of 
the Hoover Commission to Reor- 
ganize the Government. Chairman 
of that committee is Ferdinand 
Eberstadt, who was frequently 
mentioned as Secretary of Na- 
tional Defense in the event Gov. 
Dewey had been elected President. 


Eberstadt and the majority of 
the committee recognize an “im- 
provement” under the unification 
bill, but they also recognize the 
serious obstacles in the way of 
any real unification with the pres- 
ent top-heavy setup. Army, Navy 
and Air each has a separate Sec- 
retary, an Under Secretary and 
two assistant secretaries, while | 
the Secretary of National Defense, 
supposedly top dog, has no assist- 
ents and no adequate staff. 

The Eberstadt committee also 
recognizes the weakness in the 
joint chiefs of staff, where each 
service chief has the veto power 
and there is no over-all military 
chief. Timidly and _ tentatively, 
Eberstadt and the committee pro- 
pose that the Secretary of Defense 
be given a principal military as- 
sistant and that a top military 
man also be named to represent 
the Secretary on the joint chiefs 
of staff. As representative of the 
Secretary, he would act as umpire 
im referring disputes to his boss, 


have final authority to resolve 
major service differences. He 
points out that the same argu- 
ments now being used against 
such a No. 1 chief were used when 
the Army. was reorganized and 
three separate chiefs of infantry, 
artillery and cavalry were. merged 
into one. 

At the same time McCloy scoffs 
at the “man on horseback” argu- 
ment, which is often raised to 
question the extraordinary power 
of such an individual. 

But the really vigorous dissenter 
is Robert P. Patterson, who was 
Under Secretary to Stimson and 
Secretary of War prior to unifi- 
cation. Bluntly, Patterson says 
that the present setup may have 
created more divisiveness than 
unity. It has certainly not brought 
about the economies that are pos- 
sible, he adds. 


Changes Must Be Made. 


With the forthrightness that 
characterized his wartime service, 
Patterson recommends that the 
top-heavy system of three sepa- 
rate secretaries, under secretaries 
and assistants be abolished. In its 


place he would have merely the 
Secretary of Defense who would 
have two under secretaries and 
one or more assistants. The lat- 
ter would not be special pleaders 
for Army, Navy and Air Force. 

Patterson is favored by some in- 
fluential groups as successor to 
Secretary of Defense James For- 
restal if and when the latter re- 
signs. 

It is hard to see how the pres- 
ent setup can continue. A recent 
magazine article by Forrestal sug- 
gesting that all—or nearly all—

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SUGAR IN 7 PCT. 
OF 1145 SAMPLES 
IN DIABETES TESTS 


Seven per cent of the urine 
specimens tested last night in the 
Habetes detection campaign con- 
tained sugar, it was announced to- 
day. Tests were made without 
charge at the St. Louis Medical 
Society by Washington University 
medical students. 

-In all, 1145 samples were tested 
and 81 were positive for sugar. On 
Monday, opening day of the drive, 

urine samples were turned in 
to drug stores in the city and coun- 
ty and about 12 per cent had 
sugar. 8 

The council of the St. Louis 
Clinical Diabetes Society pointed 
out that presence of sugar in urine 
is not positive proof of diabetes. 
However, in most instances ‘sugar 
indicates diabetes, the council 
added. Free blood sugar tests are 
offered to persons who show pres- 
ence of sugar in their urine. 

Physicians in charge of the cam- 
paign said many of the persons 
submitting urine specimens must 
Bes known diabetics because the 
percentage of positive tests is 80 
high. There is no objection, how- 
ever, to participation of known 
diabetics in the testing program, 
the doctors said. ; 

The campaign will continue 
through Saturday. In a radio talk 
last night, Dr. Frank Bradley, 
director of Barnes Hospital, said: 
“All anyone needs to do is to 
obtain a specimen bottle and re- 
turn it with a urine specimen to 
his neighborhood druggist. Every- 
one will be informed by mail 
whether his test shows sugar.” It 
is estimated there about 12,000 un- 
known diabetics in the St. Louis 
area.

Isaac Stern, the most accom- 
lished American violinist now in 

he international field, gave a re- 
cital last night in Kiel Auditorium 
under the auspices of the Civic 
Music League. His performance 
was such as to make one regret 
that the whole evening wasn’t de- 
voted to indisputable master- 
pieces since it was evident that 
the audience would have accepted 
nothing but the best without miss- 
ing the lesser music, if it had had 
the chance. Even as it was the 
program was several notches 
above the miscellany usually pro- 
vided for the “artist series” audi- 
ences in the hinterland. It cer- 
tainly was not banal. 

The two high points of the eve- 
ning were Mozart’s Sonata in B 
Flat Major for violin and piano 
and Bach’s monumental Chaconne 
for violin alone. In the Mozart 
Sonata—as in most of the pro- 
gram— Mr. Stern was assisted by 
Arthur Balsam, who flew to St. 
Louis to take the place of Alex- 
ander Zakin, Mr. Stern’s regular 
associate, who was temporarily in- 
disposed. Their treatment of this 
fastidiously decorated but essen- 
tially innocent work was fluid. 
light and clear cut. To speak of 
restraint would be to suggest that 
something was being consciously 
held back. It is more precise to 
say that conception and style were 
perfectly welded and that the con- 
ception was basically elegant in a 
strict sense. Mr, Stern spun out 
the line of the violin part as if it 
were made of precious stuff, as 
indeed it was. The felicitous mel- 
odic content was all the more ap- 
pealing for being so firmly held 
in its formal design.

Vanderbilt of the New York Uni- 
versity School of Law, which con- 
ducted a nine-month inquiry in 
1946. One of the members of this 
committee was Jacob M. Lashly 
of St. Louis. 

Last night's announcement did 
not mention the provision in the 
legislation requiring establishment 
of a separate judge advocate gen- 
efal’s corps. One of the principal 
recommendations of the Vander- 
bilt committee was that military 
courts be removed from the domi- 
nation of command. 

The Army’s explanation for the 
omission is that establishment of 
such a separate corps did not re- 
quire legislation and that, as a 
matter of fact, it was set up some 
time ago and now is functioning. 
The judge advocate genera] has 
not been removed from the chain 
of command but has been placed 
much closer to the top, it was said. 

Distorted News Release.

a universal trait of both sexes, The Spanish have a good word 
for it in “manana,” meaning “tomorrow.” I know an author 
who used to accomplish nothing before noon, because he man- 
ufactured excuses to avoid creative writing. For instance, he 
would decide his typewriter needed cleaning and oiling, or the 
ribbon on it should be changed, or he should go to the station- 
ery shop for some fresh carbon paper, or his pencils needed 
sharpening, etc. Finally, he asked his wife to check his type- 
writer and pencils each morning before he reached them, 80 
that he wouldn’t have any further excuse to dillydally.

Even a track athlete must warm up, too, before his muscles 
function best. Since in mental as well as physical work, we 
all confront this sluggish first half hour, it behooves us to 
buckle down and get it over with, so we'll be hitting on all 
eight cylinders by 9 a.m. instead of by 11 a.m., thus salvaging 
two more hours of productive morning time. As an additional 
means of speeding up accomplishment, each night write out 
an agenda or list of tomorrow's duties, and then check them 
eff next day as you complete each ene.

L CAPONE, in a written state- 

ment, had admitted getting 

one sixth of the syndicate’s 
profits. We had proved that the 
syndicate was banking huge sums 
under various aliases in the Guzik 
and Nitti and Ralph Capone cases, 
(Nitti hadn’t even argued the 
point, but quietly pleaded guilty 
and happily took a year and a 
half.) As Capone admitted being 
a member of the syndicate, we 
felt it was time for action. The 
May grand jury gave it to us by 
handing down indictments against 
Alphonse Capone. There were 22 
counts charging evasion for 1925- 
1929. These plus the March jury’s 
suppressed indictment resulted in 
the following bill against the Big

The indictment was returned on 
June 5 at half-past one in the 
afternoon. Three hours later, Al, 
grinning and nodding to his well- 
wishers among the court hangers- 
on and officials, gave himself up. 
This was a severe shock to Clar- 
ence Converse, a crack agent who 
had worked long and hard on the 
case. Converse asked his boss, 
Madden, for permission to go out 
and arrest Capone the minute the 
indictment was handed down. 
Converse wanted to drag Capone 
right out of his Hotel Lexington 
lair. When permission was re- 
fused the rough, tough Converse 
literally burst into tears. Madden 
had to console the weeping agent 
with the information that Ca- 
pone’s lawyer had promised his 


boy would be down later in the 


afternoon. If Al failed to show, 
Converse could get him. Al 
showed, and in about half an hour 
he was free on $50,000 bail. 

Back in the Lexington there 
was much activity. Pat O’Rourke 
watehed and listened. He heard 
something that sent him ambling 
down the street to a pay tele- 
phone. He called Frank Wilson 
and said, “Wilson, Capone just 
brought five hoodlums out from 
New York. They are going to 
shoot you, Madden, and Irey.”

The man introduced himself 
as Jones or Smith and asked 
Callan a question, “Do you know

The court will listen to 
recommendations of the district 
attorney, but the defendant can- 
not think that the court is bound 
to enter judgment according to 
those recommendations.” 


Immediately Capone’s counsel 
withdrew the pleas of guilty. 
Their pasty-faced boss looked on, 
bewildered. He’d come to accept 
two and a half years like a nice 
guy, and what was happening? In 
a nutshell what was happening 
was this: Capone would have to 
stand trial and take his chances, 
beginning October 6. He would be 
tried only on the income-tax 
charges, Wilkerson ruled, after in- 
vestigating the indictments handed 
down on 5000 prohibition charges. 
These he tossed out of court with 
some rolling legal phrases which 
meant, “They sound pretty but 
they don’t mean a thing.” 

On October 1, five days before 
the trial, O’Rourke walked out of 
the Hotel Lexington lobby and 
sauntered down the street to an- 
other pay-sta telephone booth.

panel appeared the day before the 
trial. The judge excused a few 
for legal cause, and ordered the 
remainder to appear the next 
morning when the trial would be- 
gin with the selection of 12 men.

He listened to 
the name that had been called and 
looked at the paper idly. Then 
he tent closer. Then he looked all 
through the batch. He repeated 
this peculiar act when the next 
name was called, after the first 
man had been excused. He riffled 
through the papers, then tossed 
them on the table in disgust. The 
syndicate had been outsmarted. 
Judge Wilkerson had come down 
to the court earlier in the morn- 
ing and ordered that the regular 
panel of jurymen available to the 
rest of the courts be substituted 
for the hundred men Capone’s 
thugs had been working on for 
two weeks. 

The trial started and Capone 
alternately glowered at witnesses 
or simpered happily as tradesmen 
discussed his lust for expensive 
silk unmentionables and French 
pajamas. The government proved 
via the Messrs. Ries, Shumway, 
Pope, Penovich, and other Ca- 
pone employes how Al got his 
money. When the defense ob- 
jected that none of these could 
prove they had even seen Al get 
a quarter, Wilkerson overruled 
with: “The defendant purposely 
maintained no bank account and 
kept no records so that no infor- 
mation might leak out concerning 
his income. The defendant has 
built a stone wall around him- 
self and the government must rely 
on a chain of circumstances.”

How could Al be not guilty 
for paying no taxes in 28 and 29 
and guilty of not filing a return 
in 28 and 292 After @ quarter 
of an hour of discussion the gov- 
ernment announced it accepted the 
verdict. 

The sentence was involved when 
it came, days later. Some sen- 
tences were to run concurrently 
with others. some were not. Both 
sides were baffled as Judge Wil- 
kerson read his decision; but the 
judge very kindly summed the 
thing up for them at the end— 
eleven years, $50,000 fine, and $30,-
